The percentage of suicides in the Phil- 


ippines is the largest iu the history of 
modern armies. unJ even rates higher 
thau where, with besieged troops, some- 
times without food and water, the Miffer- 
ing soldiers have sought an end to their 
troubles iu death. 


"With the volunteer regiments now in 


the Philippines the percentage of sui- 
cides is increasing, as the volunteer is 
not fitted by training to stand the hard- 
ships of a campaign as well as the regu- 
lar soldier and breaks down more readily 
under the strain. 


The numerous attempts at suicide if 


added to the list of those who hare suc- 
ceeded and the suicides recorded as acci- 
dental or "missing" would swell the sor- 
rowful list close to the hundred mark and 
in the absence of official reports on the 
subject hhow in no uncertain way the 
prevalence of insanity among the troo) s 
under General Otis. 


Probable Cai»e of Suicides. 


The .suicide of the soldier is essential1)' 


the result of the immediate cnnditioi s 
suiToundms: him, and some one is respon- 
sible for this roll of national disgrace. 
According to war department officiate. no 
soldiers were ever better treated, better 
fed and clothed than Gener.il Otis' army 
iu the Philippines. Thi« leaves but one 
cause to be assigned— the deadly climate 
and th«. trying hardships of a bushwhack- 
ing campaign and the white man's bur- 
den in the Philippines arc too great for 
these strong, healthy men to bear. 


The usual cause of death is nichm holla 


brought on by much suffering ami brood- 
ing over tiouble, until temporary insanity 
grasps the victim and he takes his life. 
With no time to brood and with never a 
care, free from disease, usually stalwart 
and .strong, full of courage and vigor, the 
American soldier must undergo unusual 
hardships to drive him to temporary in- 
sanity and suicide. 


There is only one cause to which cnn be 


assigned insanity among the troops in the 
Philippine*. 
It is that the minds of 


white men from this climate are readily 
undermined and unbalanced by the fever 
of such a climate as that of the Philip- 
pines ami especially if they have to un- 
dergo any unusual physical exertions.

There Shonld Be Variety, but the Old 
4 Pat orltea BCKT Repetition. 


, "When one speaks of telling stories to 
the little people, prose narratives seem to 
'be commonly understood, andaeeommo'n- 
ly used, but there is TJO mistake greater 
than to suppose that children are not sus- 
ceptible to the charms*of poetry," writes 
Kora Archibald Smith of -'The Kinder- 
garten Possible to Every Home and Vil- 
lage," in The ladies' Home Journal. 
"They care more for poetry, on the con- 
^rary, than the majority of grown people, 
whether for the melody, the rhythm, the 
rhymes, the. short lines, the simplicity and 
picture&queness of expression or for all 


• these reasons together, Which make it a 
thing pleasantly different front" common 
speech. Goethe advised that every child 
should see a pretty picture and hear a 
beautiful poem every day, and if we 
would not banish the cburm of poetry 
from mature life it behoovos us to follow 
his advice and subject the child to its in 
flueuee at the time of greatest suscepti- 
bility. 


"We must beware, however, of giving a 


one sided development by confining our- 
selves too much to one branch of litera- 
ture; we must include in our repertory 
some well selected myths, fairy stones 
which nro pure and spiritual in tone aEu 
a fable now and then.

The enemies of the smaller fishes arc so 
numerous that it is only by retreating to 
places inactussiible to their foes that they 
have, u chance of survival. 
A favorite 


shelter for many email Ashes' Is the round 
disk of the larger sea jellies, the stinging 
properties of which probably cause theni 
to be avoided by tho other denizens of the 
deep. As many as 20 fishes have been 
counted snvimmiug within the fringed 
margin of one of these pulsating- um- 
brellas. The tea cucumbers are another 
lo\\ ly group of marine forms which afford 
shelter to fishes. 


Other instances might be given, such as 


that of the little pen crab, found' nv -nius- 
Sels and other bivalve shells, which in re-- 
turn for tha protection given them by the 
molluakau shell gives its host a share of 
the food it captures —Washington Star.

said aii old frontiersman, "of two men 
who met up in Montana, indulged in a 
little rapid gun play, and both fell mor- 
tally wounded at the first shoe. Incidents 
of this sort jtre not so uncommon as ono 
might think, Men on the frontier who 
UM.- u gun at nil It-arn to be quick with 
the-trigger, »s the fraction of a acound 
may mean life or death. 1 recall one »ucli 
incident iu particular. 


"In this early seventies Charley Collins 


was one of the- most famous und perhaps 
the iuo»t desperate of the criminals on the 
Texas border, lie held up trains, robU»t 
stages, stole horses, murdered traders and 
committed other crimes until the rewards 
offered for his capture dead or alive tx- 
'ceeded f 10,oOO. At that time Will Ander- 
son was deputy United States marshal at 
Dallas. He was the nerviest man I ever 
knew. Ho was a dead shot, absolutely 
•without fear and the terror of evildoers. 
A native of Illinois, he went to Texas be- 
fore the war. During hostilities^ he served 
in a northern regiment, and when the war 
closed he went back to Texas, and his 
courage and quick handling of a gun 
brought about his appointment as deputy 
United -States marshal- 
Before long he 


was the terror of border bandits. No man 
got the drop on him, and mom than one 
man who tried it had his career suddenly 
brought to a close. 


"In I3~t5 Anderson started out to run 


Collins down. He soon made Texas too 
hot for him, and Collins fled to Colorado, 
and- thence to Wyoming, and to the Black 
Hills country, then filled with about the 
toughest aggregation of men over brought 
together. Anderson kept close after him, 
and Collins started north for the British 
possessions. 
Anderson divined his plan 


mid made for Perabina, then the gateway 
to Manitoba. He had to wait only a few- 
hours when Collins came into town. 
Both men were on the alert. They met in 
tho street, caught sig \fc of each other at 
the same time, pulled their revolvers, fired 
on the instant, and both fell dead. Neither 
spoke a word after being shot. Anderson 
was taken bock to Dallas, where he hud 
the biggest funeral ever seen iu that city. 
His family got the reward. Taking every- 
thing into consideration, it was about the 
most persistent pursuit and the most 
tragic climax I ever knew of. 


"About the same time there took plac* 


down in New Mexico an affray which was 
for many years the talk of that region. In 
the early seventies, when justice in this 
wild western country was done by vigi- 
lance committees, many bad men infested 
that region, ,and the most desperate of 
them all was Clrank. Who he was or 
where he came from no one knew, but nil 
recognized him as a thoroughgoing des- 
perado and respected him accordingly. 
The most cold blooded and outrageous 
crimes were attributed to him, aud he 
boasted of having committed them. With 
ugly scars on his face and a brace of t>ix 
shooters and a bowie knife in his belt, he 
presented a figure which made men un- 
comfortable when he met them in lonely 
places. In direct contrast to Chunk was 
C-.iV; Allison, also a desperate man, but 
possessed of many good qualities. He 
lived on the Pecos in New Mexico and 
died there only ti few years ago. It \va» he 
who rid the conn try of the terrible Chunk, 
and that he was not killed in the encountsr 
was surprising.. 
"Early in 1876 an emigrant going into 


New Mexico stopped at an old adobe house 
beside tho trail. 
Chunk, who was also 


there, invited the stranger to go for a. 
short tramp. 
The newcomer appreciated 


that there could be no safe refusal to the 
invitation and went. Within a few hours 
Chunk returned, but nothing more was 
ever hcwrd of the emigrant. The natives 
knew that the stranger had been mur- 
dered and robbed, but nobody dared to 
refer to the fiict openly. Chunk sat around 
awhile and then left. . Soon Clay Allison 
arrived. The story of the murder was re- 
lated to him. In straight English, nat- 
urally embellished with swearing, Allison 
expressed his opinion of Chunk. 
Some- 


body who hoard him repeated Allison's 
remarks to Chunk, who announced that 
Allison must die. It was some time be- 
fore the nieu met, and meantime Allison 
had been informed of the threat made by 
Chunk. Both made preparations accord- 
ingly. 
. _ _ . 


~~"In the old adobe house the two men 
met for the first time. Chunk accosted 
in the most friendly manner the man 
whom he had-threatened to kill, and the 
salutation was returned, neither being 
thrown "off his guard by the apparent 
friendliness of the other. 
" 'How long will you be here?' asked 


Chunk. >. 
" 'I'll stay iOr dinner and possibly 


longer,' answered Allison. 


"Chunk thereupon extended an invita- 


tion to dinner to Allison, and it was ac- 
cepted. As good a dinner as the house 
could afford wqs ordered by Chunk for 
two, and among the edibles was roust beef. 
When dinner "was ready, the two entered 
the dining room, both' aware that the 
crisis was approaching, and each watching 
the other intently.

A few hours later a bundle of sheets of 


maiiila jiaper was laid on my desk by Mr. 
Turrell, the foreman, who, with a smile, 
said that the young printer had happened 
to have ready an article which he was 
willing to submit to my judgment. I read 
the paper, a: first with a preoccupied mind 
and in haste and then with attenrivencss 
and wonder. Considering the source from 
which it came the article was to mo re- 
markable. I recollect that it was written 
in a delicate, almost feminine, hand, in 
lines very far apart, and making alto- 
gether a bulk which had at first misled 
mo as to the actual length of the disquisi- 
tion. The article was not long anci was 
entitled "The Strides'of a Giant." It was 
descriptive of the gradual extension of the 
Asiatic frontiers of Russia, the changes 
thnt had tiiken place in tbe relations of 
the Kuropeun powers and the apparent 
sympathetic approach of the United States 
and Russia toward each other. 


In some doubt as to the .originality of 


this paper sent to me by a young and un- 
known printer, I first looked through the 
American and foreign reviews on my 
table;- then, satisfying myself that the 
article had not been, "cribbed" from any 
of these publications,' I changed the title 
to "The Two Giants," and printed it as 
tho '-lender" in The Times of Nov. 30, 
1866. Let mo say that when I told my- 
foremaq that, surprised by the excellence 
of tho English and the erudition exhibit- 
ed in the article, I had gome doubts con- 
cerning the originality of the young 
printer's work, he warmly replied that the 
young fellow was a thoroughly honest 
man mid would ao more borrow ideas than 
he \yould steal. 
Oh," no, my good friend 


Turrell would risk his reputation on the 
young compositor's honesty! 


Tjie foreman suid that if I were curious 


to see the young man I would find him atf 
a certain case, so many cases from the en- 
trance to the composing room. I looked 
with some interest -and was disappointed 
to find that my vigorous and well in- 
formed contributor was a little man, so 
short that he had provided himself with a 
bit of plank on which he stood at a case 
too tall for him. 'He •« as apparently then 
about 25 years old, but in fact was ten years 
older, as he was born in 1831. His auburn 
hair was thin, and the youthfuluess of his 
face was disputed by the partial baldness 
of his head. Ilis blue eyes were lambent 
with animation and a certain look of 
mirthfu luess. 


Near acquaintance with Henry George 


confirmed me in my strong prepossession 
in his favor. Ho was bright, alert, good 
humored and full of fun. Yet his talk 
showed that he was a thinker, that Jie 
thought independently of all writers cmd 
that he had wide, serious and original 
views of life. 
The man's manner, his 


simplicity, his diffidence and absolute sin- 
cerity captivated me, and I liked him 
thoroughly and at once. He continued to 
contribute to the editorial page of the 
paper, sometimes with a fertility of pro- 
duction that dismayed me, and after a few 
weeks, a vacancy having suddenly hap- 
pened in my editorial staff, I invited 
George to the place. Ho was given a com- 
fortable salary, and from that time forth 
he set type no more.

Speed of Birds. 


Audubon, the naturalist, once shot in 


Louisiana some pigeons in whose crops he 
found rice of a kind which couldn't have 
been catun nearer than South Carolina, 
850 miles away. From tho state of diges- 
tion of the rice he concluded that it had 
beeu eaten six hours earlier. Hence he 
figured out a speed of a mile a minute for 
the whole distance, though manifestly 
such computations cannot be very reliable. 
Ho placed the speed of wild ducks at 45 
miles an hour. 


In general it is not proved that any bird 


ever flew more than 100 miles an hour, 
though it may bo true. Tho swifter birds 
can certainly do from 60 to 90 miles, per- 
haps more, and almost any bird 40 to 50 
miles an hour. A frequent source of error 
in estimating bird flight is the fact that 
at au even rate of speed a small bird 
seems to bo going much faster thau a big 
otic. 


Tho carrier pigeon, the frigate bird, tho 


falcon nnd the eagle are tho champions 
among big birds. The swallow is not par- 
ticularly fast, but seems swift because he 
is so little.

AKTainxt A»MnIt by Thieves. 


•'I've been in the fire and burglar proof 


safe business for 30 years," remarked the 
veteran drummer, "and I guess I have 
sold my goods in nearly every state in the 
Union, but until I visited a western town 
of 5,000 people I had never seen a really 
safe safe—one that was proof against any 
and all forms of assault.

Bridging Bering Sea. 


Professor "W. J. McUee declares that two 


slow but interesting changes are taking 
place in Bering sea. The immense quan- 
tity of debris that is borne down tho Yu- 
kon river from its sources and sides is bo- 
ing deposited in the sea beyond tho mouth 
of that mighty stream, and its weight 
causes the bed of the sea to subside. A 
corresponding rise in the earth!s crust is 
produced along the chain of the Aleutian 
islands. Now, not only are the islands 
themselves increasing in size in conse- 
quence of being lifted up out of tho water, 
but new islands arc being formed in the 
gaps between the others. In some in- 
stances the new islands are the result of 
tho rise and in others they are tho product 
of volcanic action. Most of tho Aleutians 
are of volcanic origin, and they mark the 
position of a fold in the earth's crust that 
is predisposed to eruption. In time, Profess- 
or MoGce says, there is likely to l>e a nat- 
ural bridge from America to Asia along 
this route, but ho admits that nobody now 
living is going to see it.—New York Trib 
line.
